22 Jump Street Self-reflexive silliness prevents 
sequelitis in 22 Jump Street, a deft and delirious 
follow-up to 2012's TV-show adaptation that mocks 
its very duplicative nature at every turn. As in the 
original, directors Phil Lord and Christopher Miller 
(The Lego Movie) indulge in non stop self-con- 
sciousness, this time fixating on the action’s do- 
everything-the-same-as-before formula. To wit: 
Goofball police partners Jenko (Channing Tatum) 
and Schmidt (Jonah Hill) are sent undercover to a 
local university in order to bust yet another mystery 
drug dealer peddling a narcotic that kills, along the 
way finding their relationship strained by new bonds 
forged with classmates. It’s a set-up littered with 
wink-wink gags, only a few of which wind up feeling 
like limp variations on once-fresh material. Lord and 
Miller's cartoony style — marked by gonzo one-liners 
and clever allusions screaming across the screen — 
gives the film a breakneck unpredictability that often 


results in slyly smart punchlines, none better than 
a drug-tripping sequence that finds Hill’s personal 
hell set to the music of ‘90s alt-rockers Creed. 
While it drags ona bit too long, 22 Jump Street gets 
considerable mileage out of Jenko and Schmidt's 
quasi-romantic rapport, as well as the friction that 
arises between Schmidt and their profanely barking 
captain Dickson (Ice Cube). However, even more than 
its stars’ yin-yang chemistry and ariotous supporting 
turn by Jillian Bell (as a snarky college freshman), 
what drives the film is a meta-comedy-on-mescaline 
pace that peaks during an end-credit montage of truly 
inspired blockbuster self-mockery. (NS) 


Gore Vidal: The United States of Amnesia Nicholas 


Wrathall’s documentary is both a celebration of 
a great man and a sad reminder that the era of 
the American Intellectual is probably behind us, 
certainly of intellectuals as consistently thoughtful 
and entertaining as Gore Vidal. He passed away in 
2012, and the picture features the final on-camera 
interviews with the singular American writer, es- 
sayist, Kennedy insider, and relentless gadfly. It's 
a good primer for those unfamiliar with the man, 
but it’s no less intriguing for those who are already 
admirers, particularly for his refusal to be closeted 
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at a time when being out was not remotely okay. 
Included is the legendary exchange from a 1968 
debate with arch-conservative William F. Buckley in 
which Vidal calls Buckley a “pro-crypto-Nazi,” and 
a flustered Buckley responds by calling him a queer 
and threatening to punch him; Vidal's sly smile after 
Buckley's outburst speaks volumes. Granted, neither 
a single smile nor an 89-minute documentary can 
say everything there is to say about someone's life, 
let alone someone as complex as Gore Vidal — the 
current wave of anti-circumcision activists will prob- 
ably get snippy that his feelings about the sanctity 
of the foreskin didn’t make the cut — but Gore Vidal: 
The United States of Amnesia is a good start. (SC) 


How to Train Your Dragon 2 Everyone and her mother 


has already trained her dragons in How to Train Your 
Dragon 2, thereby turning this superfluous animated 
sequel into a hodgepodge of empty platitudes and 
aerial mayhem. Having transformed his village into a 
dragon-friendly haven where man and beast happily 
coexist side by side, Hiccup (Jay Baruchel) struggles 
to come to grips with his dad Stoick’s (Gerard Butler) 
desire to see him become clan chief. Yet rather than 
actually having its protagonist wrestle with issues 
of maturation and responsibility, director Dean 
DeBlois’ film instead distracts itself with all sorts 
of other concerns, including a new threat posed 
by a warmonger named Drago (Djimon Hounsou) 
and the discovery of family members previously 
thought lost. When not reiterating well-established 
plot points, How to Train Your Dragon 2 preaches 
the virtues of peace even as it engages in endless 
scenes of battle, while contending that freedom 
from strife is ultimately achieved not through 
diplomacy, but through superior dragon-power. 
Even more frustrating, however, is that none of its 
characters learn anything substantial or change in 
any appreciable way, leaving this follow-up feeling 
static — and making a second-act tragedy come off 
like a lazy attempt at compensating for the entire 
endeavor's pointlessness. (NS) 


Obvious Child Wouldn't it be funny, and refreshingly 


true, to see a movie about a young woman with a flair 
for self-evisceration and bodily-function jokes who 
happens also to need an abortion? Such is the delicate 
premise of writer-director Gillian Robespierre’s 
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feature debut, a conscious and compassionate effort 
to level the playing field of unplanned-pregnancy 
comedies. Jenny Slate plays a Brooklynite with zero 
security on the job or relationship fronts but a finely 
honed coping mechanism in the form of stand-up 
comedy. Pregnant from a drunken hookup, she has 
only one option, and the movie very impressively 
manages to make light of it without taking it lightly. 
It sure helps that she has such supportive pals (Gaby 
Hoffman, Gabe Liedman) and parents (Richard Kind, 
Polly Draper), and that the guy, played by Jake Lacy, 
is blandly patient, available, unquestioning. Though 
prone to slightness from having been inflated from 
a Short to feature length, and pitched from its 
protagonist's necessarily self-involved perspective, 
Obvious Child harnesses the special alchemy by 
which great comedians transmute fears and wounds 
and general fuckedupitude into cathartic humor. 
Politically opposed viewers may be horrified by 
the movie's outward casualness, or confuse its 
gallows humor for glibness, but in fact it’s hugely 
empathetic. Slate erases the boundary between a 
good comedic performance and a good dramatic one: 
Her wit is most palpable when expressed verbally, 
but the most essential stuff, the growing wisdom, 
is conveyed without words. (JK) 


SuperMensch: The Legend of Shep Gordon In Mike 


Myers’ directorial debut, he wisely keeps his onscreen 
presence to a minimum. The subject is Shep Gordon, 
who started out as a weed peddler in the 1960s for 
the likes of Jimi Hendrix and Janis Joplin before 
stumbling into into managing Alice Cooper (his contin- 
ued friendship with Cooper providing a throughline) 
and eventually becoming an in-demand manager, as 
well as a film producer and proponent of celebrity 
chefs — all of which allowed Gordon to purchase a 
house in Maui that the camera loves almost as much 
as he does. The message is that Gordon is a swell 
guy who's always generous and hospitable to his 
many celebrity friends, be they Michael Douglas or 
Tom Arnold. By definition, most documentaries are 
about people and places the average viewer will 
never encounter in real life, but not since Scatter 
My Ashes at Bergdorf’s has a doc had such a sense 
of teasing the rabble about a lifestyle forever out of 
reach — though it also lacks the humanity of Elaine 
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Stritch: Shoot Me. But SuperMensch: The Legend of 
Shep Gordon is very entertaining as hagiographies 
go, even if Gordon's oft-mentioned obsession with 
the smell of babies is a tad creepy. (SC)

Edge of Tomorrow Tom Cruise dies over and over again 


to save the lives of billions in Edge of Tomorrow, a 
sturdy sci-fi extravaganza (based on Hiroshi Saku- 
razaka’s novel All You Need Is Kill) that functions like 
a cross between Groundhog Day and an Xbox One 
title. When Cruise’s combat-virgin press secretary 
William Cage finds himself on the battlefield during a 
Normandy Beach-esque campaign against invading 
aliens, he perishes quickly, but not before killing an 
extraterrestrial and gaining its ability to manipulate 
time. The result is that Cage continually wakes up on 
the same day with knowledge of the future, thereby 
giving him endless chances to train and strategize 
with the aid of legendary warrior Rita Vrataski (a 
stout Emily Blunt), who acquired a similar power 
during a prior battle. With a sharply honed script, 
frenetic but lucid direction, and a star turn by Cruise 
that charismatically segues from bumbling cowardice 
to heroic courage, it's the rare summer spectacle 
that, tacked-on coda notwithstanding, might actually 
warrant repeat viewings. (NS) 


The Fault in Our Stars Teen romances don't come 


much weepier than The Fault in Our Stars, director 
Josh Boone's adaptation of John Green's popular 
YA novel about the budding relationship between 
two terminally ill kids. Suffering with incurable lung 
cancer that keeps her permanently hooked up to an 
oxygen tank, 16-year-old Hazel (Shailene Woodley) 
is compelled by her mom (Laura Dern) to attend a 
support group where she meets charismatic Augustus 
(Ansel Elgort), who recently lost part of his leg to the 
disease. Whereas Hazel worries about those she'll 
leave behind — a concern that also manifests itself 
in her obsession over a fictional book about cancer 
whose abrupt ending leaves frustratingly unanswered 
questions — Augustus stares his mortality in the face 
with a smile. The Fault in Our Stars strikes a delicate 
balance between dewy-eyed amour and maudlin 
tear-jerking. Refusing to shy away from unpleasant 
truths about death and loss, it’s a carpe diem love story 
that overcomes its own faults, and earns its tempered 
hopefulness, by maturely recognizing that love and 
pain are equal, and often intertwined, parts of life. (NS) 


Night Moves Director Kelly Reichardt and writing 


partner Jon Raymond expand their singularly 
spartan field guide to off-the-grid Oregonians. Here 
Reichardt, the maker of Meek's Cutoff and Wendy 
and Lucy, applies her characteristically laconic 
style to an ostensibly conventional movie plot about 
three environmental activists planning to blow up an 
Oregon hydroelectric dam. In what will likely prove 
the greatest point of contention about this movie's 
merits, Reichardt prioritizes her characters — played 
superbly by Jesse Eisenberg, Dakota Fanning, and 
Peter Sarsgaard — without ever letting us fully get 
our bearings on them. Thus we may take no comfort 
onthe grand matter of volatile interactions between 
humans and the natural world, or for that matter 
between humans and each other. Eisenberg emerges 
as the central figure, yet also paradoxically the most 
marginal; he has great intuition about the nature 
of detachment, and glowers through the film with 
pinched, inscrutable intensity. (JK) 


SF DocFest Now in its 13th year of telling it like it is, SF 


Docfest is running for two weeks at the Roxie and 
the Oakland School for the Arts. It's a good lineup 
for pop-culture aficionados, including AJ Schnack 
and David Wilson's We Always Lie to Strangers, 
about the small town of Branson, Mo. Famous for its 
100+ musical and variety shows that attract several 
million tourists annually, Strangers examines how the 
traditionally conservative town is dealing with both 
the economic crisis as well as the evolution of the 
broader American culture. Though Branson shows are 
family-friendly and curse-free, enough “fucks” are 
thrown around offstage to potentially earn Strang- 
ers a solid R-rating. Born and raised in Restricted 
territory is Michael Nirenberg's Back Issues: The 
Hustler Magazine Story, which includes interviews 
with not only both Hustler founder Larry Flynt and the 
man who attempted to assassinate him, but also the 
final interview with Screw Magazine's oddly lovable 
publisher Al Goldstein. But most exciting of all may 
be Heavy Metal Parking Lot director Jeff Krulik's Led 
Zeppelin Played Here, in which Krulik investigates 
the urban legend that Zeppelin performed in a New

Jersey community center gym for 50 people on 
the night of Nixon's 1969 inauguration. At DocFest, 
unconfirmed and highly improbable truth is always 
stranger than fiction. (SC) 

We Are the Best! Early in his career, Swedish writ- 
er-director Lukas Moodysson was hailed as the next 
Ingmar Bergman, but also likened to John Hughes. 
That did not compute for a while, but now with We 
Are the Best! Moodysson somehow clarifies the 
universal sweetness of teen angst by filtering it 
through a Nordic winter light. This dry coming-of- 
age comedy re-creates Stockholm of the early ‘80s, 
where three girls (Mira Barkhammar, Mira Grosin, Liv 
LeMoyne) bumble their way into becoming a punk 
band. (Sample lyric, composed as furtive gym-class 
protest: “The world is amorgue, but you're watching 
Bjorn Borg!’’) Adapting a graphic-novel memoir by 
his wife, Coco, Moodysson proceeds with palpable 
compassion but also some perspective on the girls’ 
shambling defiance of their status quo, which of 
course includes many declarations that punk is dead. 
Their rebellious antics are adorable but never too 
cutesy, always grounded in the emotional truth and 
recorded in a nimbly kinetic shooting style. It’s all 
the more endearing for being somewhat aimless, 
as accuracy requires, and Moodysson’s gift for 
lifelike misfit ennui here seems exalted by specific 
inspiration. This is a small-seeming movie, but one 
which might have big importance to a lot of young 
people, or to old people who were young once. (JK)
